. Regulation of the several Hospitals, Dispensaries, Asylums 
and other Medical Chai'ities, supported solely or in part by public 
funds, now existing, or which may hereafter be required, in Ireland; 
5 B(E It tfiettate HEnacteti, by The QUEEN’S most Excellent Majesty. 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the 

One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-eight, it 
10 shall not bo lawful for any Grand Jury of any county, county of a 
city, or county of a town in Ireland, to make any presentment for the 
raising of money for the erecting, supporting or maintaining any 
Inermaiy, Hospital, Lunatic Asylum or Dispensary in Ireland, unless 
under the authority and by virtue of the provisions of this Act. 



15 And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for the 
Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for 
the time being, to nominate and appoint Seven experienced Physicians 
or Surgeons, well acquainted with the regulation and management of 
Hospitals and Dispensaries, to be a Boai'd of Commissioners for the 
20 general control, superintendence aud regulation of all Hospitals, 
Asylums, Dispensaries or other Medical Charities in Ireland, and from 
time to time, at his and their pleasure, to remove such persons so 
33, A appointed ; 
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appointed ; and in case of the death, removal or retirement of any 
of them, to appoint others in their stead j and such Seven Persons 
shall perform all the duties prescribed for the Commissioners of 
Medical Charities as directed by this Act : Provided always, Tliat such 
Commissioners shall act without any salary, fee, rewai-d or emolu- 5 
ment whatsoever. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the Com- 
missioners so to be appointed for the fonning such Board of Medical 
Charities, or any Five of them, to meet and sit from time to time in 
such place or places as they shall find most convenient, with or without ] □ 
adjournment ; and shall have an office in the city of Dublin, to he 
called “The Medical Charity Office;” and they shall and may, with 
the consent and approbation of the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, employ such clerks and officei-s as 
they may find necessary ; and that all and eA’ory the pemons so 15 
employed in any such capacity may from time to time be dismissed at 
the pleasure of the said Commissioners, and . any other person or per- 
sons, u'ith tlie like consent and approbation, appointed in bis and their 
stead. 

And be it Enacted, That the Commissioners aforesaid shall, and 20 
they ai’e hereby authorized and required to inquire into the manage- 
ment of every Hospital, Asylum, Infirmary, Dispensary or other 
Medical Charity in Ireland, supported solely or in part by public funds, 
and to require from all pei-sons in whom any estate, property or funds 
belonging to or held in trust for auy such Hospital, Asylum, Infirmary 25 
or other Medical Charity shall be vested, or who shall be in the 
leceipt of the rents, profits or income of any such, estate, property or 
funds, a true account, in writing, of the place where such estate may 
be situate, or in what mode or on what secru-ity such other property or 
funds may be invested, with such detail of the rents, profits and 30 
income thereof, and the appropriation of the same, and of all other 
particulars relating thereto, as the Commissioners shall think fit ; and 
that the Commissioners may, from time to time, as they may see fit, 
make and issue all such orders as they shall think proper for enforcing 
obedience to or conformity with the statiit6s, charters, deeds of 35 
foundation or endowment, wills of donors or bye-laws, by which any 
such Hospital, Asylum, Infirmary, Dispensary or other Medical Climty 
as aforesaid, should by law be governed, and with the lawful objects 
and purposes of its foundation; and also make such other laws and 
regulations, and appoint such additional goveimors and directoif?, or 4 ° 
committees, for the government of every such Hospital, Asylum, 
Infirmary, Dispensary or other Medical Charity, and the officers 
tliereof, as the Commissioners may deem necessary for the prevention 
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of any conflict between the objects and purposes of any such institution 
and the objects and purposes of any Act to be passed in this Session of 
Parliament, or in any future Session, for the relief of the poor in 
Ireland. 

5 And be it also Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for 
the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief Governor or Goveraors of Ireland 
for the time being, to nominate and appoint Five Physicians or Sur- 
geons, being Fellows, Members, Licentiates or medical Graduates of 
one of the Royal Colleges of Physicians or Surgeons, or chartered 
10 Universities of Great Britain or Ireland, to be Inspectors of Hospitals, 
Infirmaries, Asylums, Disponsaiies and other Medical Charities in 
Ireland ; and from time to time, at his and their pleasure, to 
remove the persons so appointed ; and in case of the death, removal 
or resignation of any such persons, to appoint others in their stead ; 
15 and such Five Persons shall perform all the duties prescribed for the 
Medical Inspectors as directed by this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That each of the said Inspectors shad receive such 
salary as the Lord Licufe^iant, or other chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland, shall appoint, not exceeding to each the sum of Six hundred 
20 Pounds in the year, together with such allowance for travelling and 
expenses of office as shall be sanctioned by the Lord High Treasurer, or 
-Commissioners of the Treasiiry, which salary and allowance shall be 
payable in quartendy fayments otit of the Consolidated Fitnd of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. 

35 And be it Enacted, Tliat no such Inspector shall be attached to, or 
in any wise connected with, any Hosi)ital, Gaol, Infinnary, Asylum, 
Dispensary or other Medical Charity, or nnth any School of Medicine, 
>Surgery or Pharmacy, or other Medical Institution whatsoever, nor 
in any way engaged in or comiected with the sale of drugs, and that 
30 he shall have been in possession of a diploma, as hereinbefore provided, 
for at least Seven Years prior to his eligibility to this appointment, 
nor practise as a Physician, Sua*geon or Apothecary, nor be an Inspector 
of places where anatom)' is cairied on, nor derive from the perfonn- 
ance of any duty imposed on them by this Act any other emolument 
35 than the salary and allowance hereinbefore provided. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Inspectors may attend and transact 
the business of their office from time to time, as they shall find most 
convenient, at the Medical Charity Office, and may employ such 
Clerks and Officers as are appointed or employed by the Board of 
40 Commissioners of Medical Charities to assist them in examining, 
auditing and aiTanging the statements, reports, returns and accounts 
transmitted to the Medical Charities Office by the Governors, 
Direciora or Committees of the several Hospitals, Infirmaries, Asylums, 
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Dispensaries and other Medical Charities, and in prepai-iug the reports 
of the state of every such institution to be laid before the Commis- 
sionci-s of Medical Charities, and the abstracts and summaries of 
returns and expenditures to be laid before Parliament. 

And be it Enacted, Tliat the said Inspectors shall be Inspectors of 5 
all Lunatic Asylums in Ireland, and shall have all the same powers and 
authorities in that behalf as by any Acts now in force relating to 
Prisons or district Lunatic Asylums are given to the Inspectors-General 
of Prisons ; and the authority of such Inspectors-General of Prisons 
in respect of such Lunatic Asylums shall cease and determine from 10 
and after the appointment of the said Inspectors under this Act ; and 
copies of all reports re<iuired to be made by such Inspectors to the 
Lord Lieutenant respecting such Lunatic Asylums shall be transmitted 
bv them to the Commissioners of Medical Cliaidties. 

And be it Enacted, Tliat every Hospital, Asylum, Dispensary or 15 
other Medical Charity supported solely or in pai-t by ])ublic funds in 
Ireland, or such other Medical Institutions there as the Commissioners 
shall direct, in conformity with the powers confeiTed on said Com- 
missioners by this Act, shall be visited Twice at the least in every 
year by One or more of the said Inspectors, who shall report upon 20 
the state of every such institution to the Commissioners of Medical 
Charities in Dublin. 

And be it Enacted, That before the Twentietli day of January 
One thousand eight hundred and Tliirtv-nine, and so in every succeed- 
ing year before the Twentieth day of Januaiy in each year, the 25 
Governors, Directors or Committees of the several Hospitals, Infir- 
maries, Asylums, Dispensai-ies or other Medical Charities in Ireland, 
supported solely or in pai't by public funds, or the Ti-easm-er or other 
proper officer of every such institution respectively, shall yearly and 
eveiy year make out and deliver or transmit to the Commissioners 30 
of Medical Charities in Dublin, a return containing a statement and 
account of all the funds intiaisted to the Governoi-s, Directors or Com- 
mittees of every such institution respectively for the benefit of eveiy 
such institution, and of the application of such funds for the year- 
ending on the Thii-ty-firet day of December preceding such Twentieth 35 
day of January, with the balances of the debts and credits, and of 
the whole funds of every such institution respectively on every Tliirty 
fii-st day of December, and the number of persons who have received 
advice or medical aid therein or therefrom during such year, and the 
number of Patients remaining therein at the time of such return, ^0 
and the number and names of the Surgeons, Physicians, Apothecaries, 
Officers, Servants and other persons employed in or about the manage- 
ment of every such institution respectively, together with an estimate 

of 
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of tlie amount whicli will probably be required for the maintenance 
thiwighout the year,conimencing from said Thirty-first day of December, 
of sucli institutions respectively, in wliieh estimate shall be stated, 
in detail, all expenses that will probably be incurred, whether for 
5 buildings, repairs, provisions, medicines, salai-ies or other expenses 
incidental to such institutions ; and shall transmit sucli estimate to 
the said Commissioners of Medical Charities, with all such other 
matters and things relating to the management, revenue and expen- 
diture of every such institution respectively as shall from time to time 
10 be required by the said Conunissioners of Medical Charities for the 
full disclosure of the state of every such institution respectively ; and 
the said returns, statements and accounts shall be signed by the 
Secretary, Treasurer, or chief officer for the time being of every such 
institution respectively, and shall be certified as correct statements by 
15 at least Three of the Governor's, Director-s or Committee of every 
such institution respectively. 

And be it Enacted, That a half-yearly return of the state of disease 
in each district, and of the number of Patients to whom medical aid 
has been administered in or by each of the institutions aforesaid, shall 
20 be transmitted to tire said Commissioners of hledical Clrarities by the 
Surgeon or Physician attached to each such irrstitution, and a general 
abstract and summary of such retm-ns, together with a general 
abstract and summary of the expenditure u]Don each class of the 
Medical Charities aforesaid, shall be laid before Parliament by the 
25 Commissioners of Medical Charities in each year during its sitting. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners of Medical 
Charities to be from time to time appointed under this Act, shall 
have and exercise all such powers for the obtaining the accounts, 
staterrrents and returns by this Act required to be made, relating 
30 to the said institutions, and in the examining and stating the receipt 
and expenditure, and of the debts and credits of every such insti- 
tution respectively, as are given to or vested in the Commissioners 
of Accounts, under and by virtue of an Act passed in the fifty- 
second year of the reign of his late Majesty George the Third, 
35 intituled, “ An Act to provide for the speedy and regular Examination 
and Audit of the Public Accounts of Ireland,” with respect to the 
mattenj and things required to be done by the said Commissioners of 
Accounts imder the said recited Act. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act, it 
40 shall and may be lawful for the Lord High Treasurer, or the Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, from time to time to order and 
direct that there shall be advanced and issued and paid out of the 
growing produce of the Consolidated Fund to such hank or persoji as 
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shall be named in any such order, such sum or sums of money, to such 
amount, and at sifich times, and in such manner and proportions and 
upon such estimates, as the Lord High Treasurer, or Commissioners of 
the Treasury, shall approve, for the erecting, establishing and main- 
taining such institutions. , ^ 

And he it Enacted, That the sum or sums of money so to be issued 
shall he paid and applied under such rules, regulations, terms and 
conditions, and with such penalties for breach of such rules, and in 
such manner and proportions, and in discharge of such salanes, as is 
provided and directed^ in any Act or Acts for establishing, erecting and lo 
maintaining InfirTnaries, Lunatic Asylums, Hospitals or Dispensaries 
in Ireland, and under such other rules, regulations, terms and con- 
ditions as the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief Governor of Ireland 
shall direct, for the purpose of building, establishing or maintaining 
any such institution from time to time in any district in Ireland. 1 5 

And be it Enacted, That every person shall be capable of being 
elected or appointed Surgeon to any Infirmary, Hospital, Asylum, 
Dispensary or any other Medical Charity, in Ireland, who shall have 
previously obtained letterc testimonial of his qualification to practise 
Surgery from the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, or who shall 20 
have obtained the diploma of the Royal College of Sui'geous of 
London, or of the Royal College of Surg-oons in Edinbm*gh, or a 
dcgi’eo or diploma in Sm-gery from some other College, University or 
Body in Great Britain or Ireland, duly authorized by Royal Charter 
or Statute to grant the same : Provided always, That such College, 25 
University or Body shall require such a course of education, and that 
the candidate for such diploma or degree shall have been subjected to 
such examinations as are respectively specified in the Schedule liere- 
rmto annexed. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful at any time or 30 
times hereafter, for any such College, University or Body as aforesaid, 
to make such additions to the course of the education of Candidates 
for such diplomas or degrees, and to subject such Candidates to such 
additional examinations as such College, University or Body shall 
from the improved state of the profession from time to time see fit; 35 
but it .shall not he lauful for any such College, University or Body to 
diminish the course of education and examinations laid down in the 
aforesaid Schedule ; but such Schedule shall be held to contain the 
minimum course of education and of examinations, unless the same 
shall be altered by the said Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, 40 
Royal College of Surgeons of liondoii, and Royal College of Sui’geons 
in Edinburgh, or a majority of them I’esj^ctively. 

And be it Enacted, That every person shall he capable of being- 
elected Physician to any of the aforesaid Charitable Institutions' 

and 
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who shall have obtained the license or letters testimonial of the 
King and Queen’s College of Physicians in Ireland, or the diploma, 
license or degree in medicine of some other College or University in 
Great Britain or Ireland, duly authonzed by Royal Charter or 
^ Statute to grant the same. 

And be it Enacted, That no person shall be capable of being 
elected, appointed or employed as Surgeon or Physician to any 
Hospital, Asylum, Infirmary, Dispensary or other jMedical Charity, 
unless he shall previously have obtained a Certificate under the hands 
1 0 of the Commissioners of Medical Charities, that he is duly qualified 
as aforesaid, and that lie obtained the letters testimonial, or the 
diploma or degree and certificates required hy this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That all IMemhers and Licentiates of the Roval 
College of Surgeons in Ireland, and all Fellows and Licentiates of 
15 the King and Queen’s College of Physicians in Ireland, and all 
Fellows, Membei-s, Licentiates or Graduates of other Colleges or 
Univei-sities, who now are, or shall be at the passing of tlxis Act, 
Simgeons or Physicians to any Hospital, Infinnaiy, or Asylum, or 
Dispensary or otlier Medical Charitable Institution, or who now are, 
20 or shall be at the passing of this Act, capable and qualified by law to 
be elected or appointed to any such Infirmary, Hospital or Dispensary, 
shall so continue, and nothing in this Act contained shall be construed 
to extend to lessen or interfere with their light and authority to he so 
continued, elected or appointed. 

25 And be it Enacted, That at any time after the passing of this Act 
it shall and may he lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief 
Governor or Governor's of Ireland, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland (from time to time, 
and at all times whenever and so often as shall seem expedient to him 
30 or them so to do) to dii-ect and order that any Hospital, lufirmaiy or 
Dispensary, in addition to those now’ existing, shall be erected and 
established in any place, or in and for any district in Ireland, and to 
alter the present Fevijr Hospital and Dispensary districts, and to make 
new districts, either hy uniting together, dividing or otherwise altei- 
35 ing the ])resent districts in such manner, and under such regulations, 
terms and conditions as to him and them may appear necessary. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the Lord 
Lieutenant, or other chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the 
time being, to nominate and apjioint such persons as he shall think 
40 proper to be governors or directors of every or any such newly erected 
and established additional Hospital or Dispensary in any district, and 
also to make, frame and establish, or, iqion the suggestion and i-ecom- 
mendation of the Commissioners of hledical Chai'ities, to adojrt and 
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authorize anyntles and regulations for the good conduct and manage- 
ment of such Hospitals and Dispensaiies in general, or any such 
Hospital in particular, as he or they may deem expedient. 

And be it Enacted, That in each and every case where an order 
for the erection of an Hospital, Infirmary or Dispeusai-y shall have 
been made as in this Act provided, the said Commissioners of Medical 
Charities shall have full power and authority to rent or purchase any 
houses, building-s, lands, tenements or hereditaments on the site or 
site.s of which it shall be proposed to erect or maintain any such 
Hospitals, Infirmaries or Dispensaries ; and any houses, lands, tene- 1 0 
ments, buildings or hereditaments, so rented or purchased, shall and 
may be conveyed to tlie said Commissioners, or any Three of them, 
and to their heii*s and successors, in trust to and for the uses and 
purposes of the said Hospitals, Infiinnarics or Dispensaries. 

And be. it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for all 1 5 
bodies politic and corporate, tnistees, guardians of infant.s, committees 
of lunatics, femes covert, with their hu.sbands, and all other persons 
whatsoever, who ai’e or shall be seised or po.ssessed of or interested in 
or entitled unto any estate or interest whatsoever in the lands, houses, 
grounds, tenements, Iruildhigs or hereditaments which by the said 20 
Comraissiouers of Medical Cliarities shall be thought necessary to l)e 
rented or purchased for any of the purposes of this Act, by deeds 
indented and enrolled, to demise, sell and convey all and any such 
gi‘ouiids, houses, tenements or hereditaments, or any part thereof, and 
all the respective estates and interests therein to the .said Commis- 25 
sionei-s, or any Three of them, and their heirs and successors ; and 
that all contracts, agreements, bargains, sales and conveymices that 
shall be so made, shall be good and valid in law to all intents and 
purposes whatsoever ; and that such Commissioners for the time being, 
and their heirs and successors, shall be trustees to all such houses, 30 
lands, tenements and hereditaments as shall be conveyed to or vested 
in them under and by virtue of this Act, for the purposes herein pro- 
vided, and for no other purpose whatsoever. 

And be it Enacted, That all and every of the provisions of an Act 
passed in the seventh year of the reign of King George the Fourth, 35 
intitided, “ An Act for consolidating and amending the Laws relating 
to Prisons in Heland,” which affect or relate to the purchase, holding 
a court and valuation of lands, tenements or hereditaments, for the 
sites of g^ls or prisons, or to any notices, proceedings, summonses, 
verdicts and judgments, or to any conveyances or enrolments, or to 40 
the lodgments of consideration money, or to petitions to the High 
Court of Chancery in Ireland, or to any payments of purchase money, 
or to any titles of parties interested, shall be held to apply to the 

valuation 
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valuation of lands, tenements or heveditaments rented or taken for tke 
purchase of laud under the provisions of this Act ; and such verdicts, 
judgments and conveyances shall be binding and conclusive to all 
intents and purposes whatsoever ; and that all tire powers vested in the 
5 Commissioners by the said Act, shall be and are hereby vested in tire 
,said Commissioners, or arry Tliree of them, for the purpose of the 
valuation of all lands, tenements and hereditaments for the purposes 
of this Act, 

And be it Enacted, That r"rom and after the passing of this Act it 
10 shall and may bo lawful to and for every Archbishop, Bishop, Dean, 
Dean and Chapter, Archdeacon, Dignitary or Pi-ebeiidary, to grant, by 
his or their deed or deeds respectively, any piece or parcel of land, not 
exceeding Six Acres, plantation measure, as and for the site of an 
Hospital, Asylum or Dispensaiy, in such and the like manner as such 
15 Archbishop, Bishop, Dean, Dean and Chaptex’, Archdeacon, Dignitaiy 
or Prebendary, is empowered to do with respect to land for the site 
of a Cliurch and Church-yard, in and by an Act passed in the 
Parliament of Ireland in the thirty-third year of the reign of King 
George the Second, among other things, to encoumge the building of 
20 new Churches : Provided always, That such grant sliall and may be 
made either to the Churchwardens of the parish in which said land 
shall be situate, and their sucoessoi’s for ever, accoi*ding to the dii-ec- 
tions of the said Act of the thirty-third year of King George the 
Second, or to the said Commissioners, as the Lord Lieutenant, or 
25 other chief Govenior or Governors of Ireland, shall order and direct ; 
and such grant shall be good and effectual against such Archbishop, 
Bishop, Dean, Dean and Chapter, Ax*chdeacon, Dignitary or Pre- 
bendary, and his and their successor or successors, and the Church- 
wardens of such parish, and their successors, for ever, or such 
30 Commissioners as aforesaid; and their heirs and successors shall be 
and are hereby empowered and made capable of receiving and enjoying 
the benefit of any such grant for the purpose aforesaid, in like 
manner as by the said Acts, or either of them, is prowded with respect 
to any land granted for the site of a Church and Church-yard, or 
35 Lunatic Asylum, respectively. 

And be it Enacted, That it Shall and may be lawful for any body 
corporate or collegiate, civil or ecclesiastical, aggi'Cgate or sole, to 
demise any lands within the Kingdom of Ireland to the Governors, 
Ti-ustees, or other proper officers, of any Public Hospital or Hospitals 
•40 within the said Kingdom, for the use of such Hospital or Hospitals, or 
for forming a Cemetery to belong thereto, for any term of years, or for 
life or lives ceitain, or lives renewable at the best yeaiiy rent that caxx 
then be obtained for the same, and subject to such covenants, condi- 
tions and provisoes as shall be agreed upon between the said lessors and 
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lessees ; and in every such lease tljcre sliall be reserved a power of 
re-entry on non-payment of the rent reserved within a reasonable 
time after the same sliall become due and payable; and every such 
lease shall be good, valid and clfcctnal against every person having, or 
claiming to have, any ehaige or enoumbrance affecting either in law or 5 
equity the lands or premises comprised tlioiein : Provided always, That 
no such lease shall demise a greater quantity than Thirty Acres, and 
that no hue shall be taken or received for making such lease or 
demise. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of lo 
any and evciy comity, comity of a city, or county of a town, in Ireland, 
ill or for which, either wholly or in part, any such mstitution hath 
been or shall be erected, and such Grand Jury are hereby required, at 
the Assiaes next after the date of any such order for the adrance of 
money for the erecting, opening, carrying on or maintainiiig such 15 
institution, or as soon after as they shall bo thereto required, and 
from time to time, whenever the case sliall happen, to make a Present- 
ment for the raising off such county, county of a city, or county of a 
town, ami without any previous application to special sessions, such 
sum or sums of money as shall be necessary for the repayment of any 20 
such sum or sums so advanced, or an part tborcof, at such time and 
in such proportions as shall bo directed and ascertained by any order 
or ordere to be made by the Lord Lioiitciiant, or other chief Governor 
or Governors of Ivelaiid: Provided always, Tliat all liouses and build- 
ings situate within or adjoining to any city or town in Ireland shall he 25 
assessed for such Presentments under the provisions of tliis Act, 
although such houses or huildings may not bo customarily assessed 
under Grand Jury Presentmonts, notwithstanding any local or other 
Act to the contrary. 

Ouncsleci, And be it Biiaoted, That if any such Grand Jury shall neglect or 30 
&c,Coartniay ^ny Such Presentment, the J iiclgo of Assize sliall and 

may and is hereby required to order the sum or sums which ought to 
he so iiresented to be raised, as if the same bad been, so presented, 
and the same shall be raised and paid accordingly : Provided always, 
That the certificate of the Chief Secretary or Under Secretaiy for 35 
Ireland shall be sufficient evidence of the advance of money and order 
of the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief Governor or Governors of 
a vance. wliioli the several Grand Juries and Judges of Assize 

shfill make siicli Presentment. 

Presitmeiits And ho it Enacted, That if at any time a poor-rate shall be esta- 40 
bliahed in Ireland, mider the provisions of an Act to be passed m tMs

the monies to be advanced out of the Consolidated Fund, and repaid 
by Grand Jury Presentments, as hereinbefore directed, shall be paid 
5 out of such poor-rate, in such manner and subject to such regulations 
as he or they shall think fit ; and thereupon such monies shall become 
payable out of such poor-rate ; and that from thencefoi-th the 2>ower 
of Grand Juries to present for same shall cease and deteiTuine. 

And be it Enacted, That all fines and penalties imposed by any Act How^ines 
10 now in force in Ireland, or any fines or penalties imposed upon any tobe*appHe^ 
pei-sou by any Court of Justice in Ireland, shall be applied for the 
benefit of such Hospital, Dispensary or Infinnary of the county, 
county of a city or town, in which the offence for Avhich such fine or 
penalty has been inflicted, shall have been committed, as the Court or 
15 Magistrate im2)0sing such fine or penalty shall direct.
